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Visitation  and  Organization  of  the 
Alumni  Chapters

FARMVILLE 

PHE  visitation  of  the  Chapters  commenced  at  Farmville 
immediately  following  the  meeting  of  the  Association 
at  the  Sesqui-Centennial  Celebration.  Being  deeply  inter- 
ested in  the  new  plans  of  the  Association,  this  Chapter  wished 
to  be  the  first  to  act.  As  it  seemed  most  appropriate  that  the 
revival  of  the  alumni  work  should  begin  in  the  home  town 
of  the  College,  I  gladly  accepted  the  invitation  to  meet  the 
Prince  Edward  graduates. 

It  stormed  just  at  the  hour  the  meeting  was  called,  but, 
in  spite  of  deluging  rain,  an  enthusiastic  company  met  in  the 
Town  Hall  in  Farmville  on  a  June  afternoon.  The  new 
plan  of  work,  as  explained  in  the  first  number  of  The 
Record,  and  the  immediate  needs  of  the  institution  were 
discussed.  It  was  decided  to  bring  all  the  alumni,  former 
students,  and  friends  of  the  College  in  the  county  into  one  so- 
ciety, with  headquarters  in  Farmville.  An  initial  roll  was 
made,  including  some  seventy-five  alumni  living  in  Prince  Ed- 
ward. Under  the  constitution,  all  matriculated  students,  all 
honorary  degree  men,  and  all  officers  of  the  College,  past  and 
present,  may  be  members  of  the  Association.  Friends  of 
the  College  may  become  associate  members.  On  this  basis, 
the  Prince  Edward  Chapter  expects  to  have  a  large  member- 
ship. The  officers  of  the  Farmville  Chapter  are:  President, 
J.  Barrye  Wall,  '19;  Vice-President,  T.  J.  Mcllwaine,  '14; 
Secretary,  J.  T.  Irving,  '09;  Treasurer,  C.  A.  Bernier,  '12. 

This  Chapter  undertook  to  raise  $500  for  the  Association 
fund  for  next  year. 

One  result  of  this  meeting  was  an  invitation  to  meet  the 
Lions'  Club  of  Farmville.  Among  the  fine  things  this  club 
has  accomplished  is  the  building  of  a  community  hospital 
in  Farmville  for  the  service  of  the  people  of  this  section. 
An  Eastern  foundation,  desiring  to  promote  the  building  of 
modern  hospitals  in  rural  sections,  was  so  favorably  impressed 
with  Farmville  as  a  location,  and  with  the  spirit  of  its  peo- 
ple as  manifested  by  the  Lions'  Club,  that  it  appropriated  a 
large  sum  to  supplement  that  raised  by  this  club.  It  will  be 
the  first  hospital  erected  with  the  cooperation  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  plans  of  this  foundation.  With  a  staff  of 
physicians  and  nurses,  this  hospital  will  be  a  great  help  to 
the  students  and  faculty  of  Hampden-Sidney,  as  well  as  to 
the  people  of  the  whole  community.     Sanitary  conditions  at 


the  College  are  regulated  by  the  State  authorities  with  the 
result  that  it  has  an  admirable  record  for  the  prevention  of 
sickness,  but  this  hospital  at  its  doors  will  be  a  most  valuable 
new  asset  of  health. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  my  joy  at  the  progress 
shown  in  Farmville.  With  its  modern  residences,  its  new- 
hotel,  and  the  beautiful  buildings  of  the  State  Teachers'  Col- 
lege, Farmville  is  a  very  attractive  place.  Its  intelligent 
and  progressive  people,  including  the  faculty  of  the  State  Col- 
lege and  some  of  the  faculty  of  Hampden-Sidney,  its  active 
churches  and  schools,  make  it  a  wholesome  and  delightful 
place  to  live  and  an  ideal  home  for  students. 

It  was  something  of  a  surprise  to  one,  who  recalled  the 
seven  miles  of  muddy  road  he  traveled  over  forty  years  ago,  to 
see  how  Hampden-Sidney  and  Farmville  are  now  united  in 
one  community  by  a  fine  highway.  The  hour  and  a  half 
that  formerly  separated  them  is  now  reduced  to  fifteen  min- 
utes, and  the  beautiful  old  College  village  has  practically  be 
come  a  part  of  the  progressive  town,  greatly  to  the  benefit  of 
both.  Hampden-Sidney,  established  by  Prince  Edward  peo- 
ple and  their  neighbors,  has  always  recognized  its  duty  to  them 
and  their  sons.  Every  college  must  draw  its  students  from  the 
country  around  it  and  Southside  Virginia  is  today,  as  it  has 
always  been,  the  especial  field  of  Hampden-Sidney.  It  re- 
mains to  this  day  the  only  college  in  this  whole  section.  As 
the  leading  town  of  the  Southside,  Farmville  has  a  special 
duty  to  perform  for  Hampden-Sidney;  it  is  a  duty  of  service 
corresponding  to  the  service  which  the  College  has  rendered 
it.  As  the  Southside  develops  and  increases  in  population  and 
as  Farmville  grows  and  increases  in  wealth,  Hampden-Sidney 
must  be  built  up  and  strengthened  to  enable  it  to  serve  this, 
its  home  constituency,  and  to  educate  its  sons  in  accordance 
with  the  highest  standards  of  education. 

STAUNTON 

A  visit  to  Staunton  to  confer  with  Dr.  Tynes,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  Dr.  Hudson,  the  Vice- 
President  of  the  Association,  was  improved  to  meet  some  of 
the  alumni  there.  That  district  has  a  large  and  influential 
group  of  alumni,  but  as  my  visit  was  unexpected,  there  was 
no  time  for  a  proper  notice.  A  hurry-up  call,  sent  out  in 
the  morning,  brought  together  in  the  evening  a  group  of  a 
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dozen  men  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  where  we  had  a  delightful 
time  together.  Mr.  William  C.  Pancake,  '11,  agreed,  with 
the  help  of  Dr.  Tynes  and  Dr.  Hudson,  to  undertake  to  or- 
ganize the  alumni  in  this  section.  Plans  were  made  looking 
to  a  full  meeting  in  the  fall.  The  Staunton  alumni  have 
raised  $100  for  the  Association  and  will  undertake  to  raise 
more. 

As  the  vacation  period  had  now  commenced,  it  was  deemed 
advisable  to  postpone  further  visitations  of  the  chapters  until 
the  autumn. 

NEW  YORK 

Being  in  New  York  in  August,  it  was  a  great  pleasure, 
through  the  courtesy  of  our  brother  alumnus,  Bernard  A.  Mc- 
Ilhany,  '18,  the  National  Secretary  of  the  Theta  Chi  Frater- 
nity, to  meet  a  number  of  the  Hampden-Sidney  men.  It  was 
extremely  difficult  to  find  the  men  in  this  vast  city,  but  twenty- 
two  were  finally  located  in  New  York  and  vicinity,  and  a  suc- 
cessful meeting  was  held,  at  which  an  organization  was  per- 
fected. Dr.  John  McGavack,  '13,  chemist  of  the  United 
States  Rubber  Company,  was  elected  President,  and  Mr. 
John  Bell  Henneman,  '20,  of  the  Hanover  National  Bank, 
was  elected  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  It  was  interesting 
to  find  such  a  number  of  old  Prince  Edward  men  in  New 
York.  M.  Gregg  Latimer,  '96,  a  member  of  the  law  firm 
of  Hawkins,  Delafield  &  Longfellow,  20  Exchange  Place, 
is  the  son  of  Reverend  James  F.  Latimer,  D.  D.,  for  many 
years  the  Professor  of  Church  History  in  Union  Theological 
Seminary.  H.  Irving  Brock,  '95,  one  of  the  editors  of  the 
New  York  Times,  is  a  son  of  the  beloved  Professor  H.  C. 
Brock,  who,  after  teaching  Hampden-Sidney  men  for  thirty- 
four  years,  is  now  retired.  His  old  boys  will  be  happy  to 
know  that  Dr.  Brock  is  still  at  the  College  and  as  deeply 
interested  as  ever  in  all  that  concerns  them.  We  hope,  by 
the  way,  to  have  some  of  his  reminiscences  from  time  to  time 
to  publish  in  The  Record.  J.  B.  Henneman  is  a  son  of 
the  professor  of  the  same  name,  who  started  a  distinguished 
career  at  Hampden-Sidney,  making  there  a  reputation  which 
afterwards  took  him  to  the  University  of  Tennessee  and 
finally  to  the  University  of  the  South  at  Sewanee.  W.  G., 
or  "Watt,"  Dunnington,  '11,  who  entered  a  law  firm  in 
New  York  after  the  war  and  now  has  his  own  firm,  with 
offices  in  the  Hanover  National  Bank  Building,  is  another 
son  of  Prince  Edward.  His  brother,  Dr.  J.  H.  Dunning- 
ton, '11,  has  established  himself  in  successful  practice  in 
New  Y'ork  as  an  eye  specialist.  All  Prince  Edward  men 
will  rejoice  with  mc,  I  am  sure,  in  the  success  of  these 
sons  of  our  old  friends.  It  was  a  pleasure  also  to  meet 
Dr.  W.  H.  Neel,  formerly  pastor  in  Farmville,  again. 
He  is  on  the  staff  of  the  New  York  Times,  but  still  has  time 
to  help  the  New  York  Alumni  Chapter,  which  he  joined. 
Other  men  in  New  York  are:  Sample  B.  Forbus,  '16,  with 
Richard  J.  Cronin,  Inc.;  Joseph  Scales,  '95,  Union  Carbide 
Company ;  Judge  John  B.  Mayo,  '62 ;  and  T.  Catesby  Jones, 
'99,  of  the  law  firm  of  Bigham,  Englar  &  Jones.  One  of 
the  most  distinguished  sons  of  Hampden-Sidney  in  New 
York  State  is  my  fellow-student,  Professor  C.  C.  Gaines, 
'75,  President  of  the  Eastman-Gaines  Business  College  at 
Poughkeepsie. 

WASHINGTON 

In  Washington,  D.  O,  the  alumni  were  called  together 
at  the  University  Club  by  Robert  Page  Irving,  '87,  another 


loyal  son  of  Prince  Edward,  whose  family  has  always  been 
identified  with  the  College.  Dr.  Paulus  A.  Irving,  '77,  is 
the  present  respected  physician  of  the  College.  Some  four- 
teen men  were  located  in  and  around  Washington.  Among 
them  are  two  of  the  most  distinguished  alumni  living.  Dr. 
Parke  P.  Flournoy,  '61,  3122  P  Street,  N.  W.,  the  eminent 
divine  and  author,  one  of  the  oldest  alumni  of  the  College, 
attended  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia  at  Hampden- 
Sidney  in  1925  and  was  the  center  of  a  great  company  of 
friends,  who  rejoiced  in  his  wonderful  vigor  and  usefulness. 
Dr.  Flournoy 's  last  book  has  been  published  in  six  Euro- 
pean languages.  Hundreds  of  old  students  will  be  delighted 
to  hear  that  Dr.  Addison  Hogue,  '69,  for  many  years  the 
masterful  professor  of  Greek  at  Hampden-Sidney,  is  still 
active  and  keeps  up  his  interest  in  his  old  boys,  who  will 
ever  love  and  respect  "Buck  Addy."  Among  the  prominent 
men  in  the  government  service  in  Washington  are  J.  Edgar 
Smith,  '84,  the  attorney,  who  writes  poetry  as  an  avoca- 
tion while  he  looks  after  railroads  in  connection  with  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission ;  and  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Luther  Sheldon,  '03,  who  is  stationed  in  Washing- 
ton at  present,  editing  the  Navy  Medical  Bulletin.  A  chap- 
ter was  organized  in  Washington  with  Page  Irving  as  Presi- 
dent and  Dr.  Luther  Sheldon  as  Secretary. 

BALTIMORE 

The  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  aniversary  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University  brought  to  Baltimore  a  number  of 
alumni  of  Hampden-Sidney,  and  through  the  courtesy  of 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  H.  Richardson,  some  of  us  met  at 
their  house  and  had  a  delightful  time.  Dr.  Richard- 
son, who  comes  from  Prince  Edward  and  is  of  the  class 
of  '00,  of  which  H.  Straughan  Stokes  was  a  member  also, 
fills  an  important  place  on  the  surgical  staff  of  the  Medical 
School  of  the  Johns  Hopkins.  Among  the  Hampden-Sid- 
ney men  with  us  were  Professor  Henry  A.  Converse,  '93, 
of  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Harrisonburg,  Va.,  and 
Dr.  John  M.  Love,  '99,  now  with  the  United  States  Vet- 
erans Hospital,  No.  41,  at  West  Haven,  Conn.  Dr.  Rich- 
ardson gave  us  some  valuable  suggestions  about  methods  of 
building  up  the  College,  drawn  from  his  experience.  All 
the  men  expressed  deep  interest  in  the  movement  to  organ- 
ize the  alumni  and  pledged  their  help. 

RICHMOND    • 

A  large  company  of  alumni  assembled  for  dinner  and  con- 
ference at  the  University  Club  in  Richmond  on  the  call  of 
Richard  W.  Carrington,  '07,  President  of  the  Chapter,  and 
we  had  a  delightful  symposium  on  the  history,  condition,  and 
interests  of  the  old  College  which  was  brightened  by  many 
anecdotes  and  reminiscences,  and  in  which  all  present  partici- 
pated. The  meeting  was  honored  by  the  presence  of  Mr. 
Scott  Parrish,  a  Trustee  of  the  College;  Dr.  W.  T.  Sanger, 
President  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  (which  was 
established  and  operated  for  years  under  the  Hampden-Sid- 
ney charter)  ;  Honorable  Rosewell  Page,  Second  Auditor  of 
the  State,  and  members  of  the  faculty  of  Union  Seminary, 
a  majority  of  whom,  by  the  way,  are  graduates  of  Hampden- 
Sidney.  There  was  also  a  large  delegation  of  alumni  from 
the  student  body  of  the  Seminary.  Space  fails  to  mention 
all  the  men  who  made  this  meeting  such  a  success.  A  list 
of  the  members  of  this  chapter  is  given  in  another  place  in 
this  paper,  along  with  others,  as  far  as  they  have  been  en- 
rolled and  sent  to  us. 
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Richard  W.  Carrington  was  re-elected  President  of  the 
Richmond  Chapter  for  next  year,  and  Gordon  Clarke,  '26, 
who  assisted  so  efficiently  in  the  arrangements  for  this  meet- 
ing, was  elected  Secretary.  The  chapter  appointed  commit- 
tees and  undertook  to  raise  a  handsome  sum  for  the  Alumni 
Association  fund.  Over  $500  was  raised  at  the  meeting. 
Richmond,  with  its  two  hundred  or  more  alumni,  will  be, 
when  fully  organized,  a  strong  supporter  of  Hampden-Sid- 
ney. For  timely  assistance  in  starting  this  movement  our 
acknowledgments  are  due  to  Mr.  W.  T.  Reed,  Mr.  Herbert 
Jackson   and  Mr.  Benjamin  Alsop,  of  Richmond. 

It  is  encouraging  to  record  that  the  alumni  in  the  West 
End  of  Richmond,  under  the  leadership  of  Henry  M.  Syd- 
nor,  '23,  have  started  a  Hampden-Sidney  Club  for  the  pur- 
pose of  bringing  together  for  social  intercourse  the  numerous 
old  boys  in  that  neighborhood. 

PETERSBURG 

Petersburg  is  another  important  center  of  influential 
Hampden-Sidney  alumni.  It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  meet 
them  at  a  dinner  arranged  by  the  ladies  of  the  Tabb  Street 
Presbyterian  Church.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  enter- 
tainment even  surpassed  the  reputation  of  Petersburg  for 
hospitality.  The  meeting,  which  included  many  representa- 
tive men  of  Petersburg,  was  called  by  S.  Daly  Craig,  '04, 
President  of  the  Chapter,  who  presided  and  conducted  the 
after-dinner  meeting.  Among  those  present  were  Dr.  J. 
Edwin  Hemphill;  Reverend  James  E.  Cook,  '92,  of  Hope- 
well; William  F.  Spotswood,  '94,  Auditor  of  the  city.  It 
was  a  peculiar  pleasure  to  me  to  meet  again  my  old  college- 
mate  and  friend,  Captain  Carter  R.  Bishop,  70,  who  was 
a  senior  when  I  was  a  freshman,  and  to  find  him  still  hale, 
hearty,  and  actively  at  work  in  his  profession.  He  made  my 
visit  most  delightful  and  interesting  by  showing  me  the  bat- 
tlefields and  monuments  around  Petersburg.  William  F. 
Spotswood  was  elected  President ;  James  G.  Scott,  '09,  Vice- 
President;  William  Old,  '20,  Secretary;  and  Charles  A. 
Stevens,  '20,  Treasurer.  A  good-sized  subscription  was 
made  to  the  fund.  The  meeting  brought  out  many  happy 
memories  and  valuable  suggestions  for  the  College.  One 
of  these  suggestions,  which  should  certainly  receive  careful 
consideration,  was  that  the  alumni  would  be  more  actively 
interested  in  the  college  affairs  if  the  Association  had  the 
privilege  of  nominating  some  of  its  members  as  Trustees. 
Let  the  Trustees  and  other  chapters  think  of  this. 

NORTH  CAROLINA 

My  dear  old  friend,  George  J.  Ramsey,  78,  and  Walter 
Raleigh  Coppedge,  of  my  class,  73,  had  besought  me  for 
several  months  to  come  to  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  as  had 
friends  in  Winston-Salem  and  other  places.  I  regret  that 
time  did  not  permit  me  to  visit  the  alumni  in  Greensboro 
and  Charlotte  also.  Ramsey  met  me  in  his  car  at  Durham 
and  was  my  kind  host  in  Raleigh. 

Here  I  must  ask  the  readers  to  forgive  me  for  introducing 
a  few  personal  incidents  and  remarks. 

We  made  a  flying  visit,  first,  to  Chapel  Hill  and  to  Dur- 
ham. At  Chapel  Hill,  where  I  served  for  a  year,  1880-81, 
I  called  on  my  old  fellow-student  at  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia, Dr.  Frank  P.  Venable,  now  returned  to  his  first  love 
as  head  of  the  department  of  chemistry,  and  was  delighted 
to  find  him  as  strong  as  ever  and  as  much  interested  in  his 
work.  Venable's  career  is  an  illustration  of  what  an  able 
man  can  do  by  sticking  to  one  place  and  making  it  his  life's 


work.  While  professor  of  chemistry,  he  has  not  only  built 
up  one  of  the  greatest  chemical  laboratories  in  the  South 
and  trained  many  of  the  leading  chemists  of  the  country, 
but  by  his  research  made  many  important  contribu- 
tions to  the  science.  As  President  of  the  University  for 
a  long  term,  he  had  a  large  part  in  making  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  one  of  the  commanding  institu- 
tions of  the  country.  Where  can  one  find  a  nobler  example 
of  the  useful  scholar  ?  The  recent  growth  of  this  University 
is  astonishing  and  its  future  is  wondrously  promising  for  the 
South.  Its  present  prosperity  is  a  source  of  great  joy  to  one 
who  knew  the  institution  in  the  days  of  its  poverty  and 
struggle. 

President  William  P.  Few  received  us  most  cordially  at 
Duke  University,  told  us  about  the  plans  for  the  greater  Uni- 
versity that  he  and  his  colleagues  are  maturing,  and  showed 
us  the  construction  in  progress.  It  was  a  most  inspiring 
experience.  Every  Southerner  and  every  American  would  be 
delighted  to  learn  with  what  foresight  and  wisdom  the  plans 
for  this  great  University  are  being  made. 

It  was  a  pleasure  to  find  among  the  men  of  the  faculty 
of  this  University,  Dr.  W.  W.  Elliott,  of  Hampden-Sidney, 
class  of  '18,  and  of  Prince  Edward.  Dr.  Elliott  is  the  head 
professor  of  mathematics,  and  though  absorbed  in  the  great 
work  he  is  doing  there,  he  is  still  deeply  interested  in  his 
old    College.      In    Durham    we    heard    of    the    success    of 

F.  C.  Owen,  of  '18  also,  who,  after  graduating  in  law  at 
Duke  University,  has  established  himself  there  in  the  prac- 
tice of  law.  Rev.  Dr.  J.  S.  Kennison  is  also  in  Durham, 
but  I  regret  I  missed  him. 

In  Raleigh  we  found  a  fine  group  of  alumni.  They  were 
called  together  at  luncheon  by  my  genial  host,  Ramsey,  and 
we  had  a  happy  reunion,  followed  by  a  business  session.  I 
was  honored  and  gratified  by  the  presence  of  my  old  friend, 
Honorable  Josephus  Daniels,  the  great  North  Carolinian  and 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  during  the  World  War.  The  men 
assembled  organized  a  chapter  of  the  alumni  with  George 
Junkin  Ramsey  as  President  and  Charles  Albert  Field,  '23, 
as  Secretary.  This  chapter  is  fortunate  to  have  among  its 
members  Hon.  J.  R.  Young,  of  the  class  of  71.  Dr. 
Charles  R.  Bugg,  '16,  a  graduate  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Medi- 
cal School  and  an  assistant  there  in  the  department  of  chil- 
dren's diseases,  has  established  himself  as  a  child  specialist 
in  Raleigh  and  will  contribute  to  the  success  of  this  chap- 
ter.    Other  members  are  Cecil  C.  Blankenship,  '25,  with  R. 

G.  Lassiter  Company;  R.  M.  Graham,  '19;  John  C.  Bas- 
kerville,  '17,  and  J.  A.  ("Bake")  Jones,  '22,  a  native  of 
Prince  Edward  and  one  of  Hampden-Sidney 's  well-known 
athletes.  The  chapter  pledged  a  good  contribution  to  the 
Association  fund.     It  will  hold  stated  meetings  hereafter. 

It  was  hard  to  leave  Raleigh,  where  I  found  so  many 
dear  old  friends,  and  where  so  many  memories  of  forty  years 
ago  made  every  scene  held  me,  but  I  had  received  attractive 
and  repeated  invitations  to  visit  Winston-Salem  and  had  to 
hurry  on  there.  Mr.  W.  P.  Rainey,  '13,  had  called  the 
men  together  and  arranged  an  organizing  meeting.  It  was 
decided  to  invite  the  alumni  in  Greensboro,  High  Point,  and 
the  entire  north  central  portion  of  North  Carolina  to  unite 
in  forming  a  chapter  of  Hampden-Sidney  alumni.  An  or- 
ganizing committee  was  formed  with  W.  P.  Rainey  as  Sec- 
retary; H.  Straughan  Stokes,  '00,  President;  B.  J.  Sheppard, 
72,  and  E.  K.  McNew,  '11,  as  members.

Though  not 
a  graduate,  Mr.  Thomas  V.  Edmunds,  an  old  Prince  Edward 
man,  is  as  devoted  as  any  one  of  us  to   Hampden-Sidney.

His   presence  added   cheer  and   encouragement.      The   men 
present  pledged  the  sum  of  $500  for  the  Association  fund. 

I  enjoyed  a  conference  with  Professor  R.  H.  Latham, 
Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Winston-Salem,  who  is  a  warm 
friend  of  Hampden-Sidney.  Professor  Latham  has  a  noble 
outfit  of  school  buildings,  including  a  magnificent  high 
school  and  the  handsomest  and  largest  auditorium  in  North 
Carolina,  the  gift  of  the  late  Mrs.  Reynolds  as  a  memorial 
to  her  husband.

R.  W.  Gorrell,  the  head  of  the  great  tobacco  warehouse 
company,  both  friends  of  our  College.  I  was  the  recipient 
of  delightful  courtesies  also  from  H.  Straughan  Stokes,  a 
prominent  officer  of  that  tremendous  organization,  the  Rey- 
nolds Tobacco  Company.  A  visitation  to  this  plant  under 
his  guidance  was  most  interesting  and  instructive.  My  visit 
to  quaint  old  Salem  was  made  deeply  interesting  by  the  kind 
attentions  and  assistance  of  my  dear  old  friend  of  forty  years' 
standing,  Mr.  Henry  E.  Fries. 

This  short  and  hurried  trip  to  North  Carolina  was  enjoy- 
able and  successful  in  every  way,  and  I  am  grateful  for  the 
opportunity  to  visit  these  scenes  and  friends  of  the  years  of 
Icng  ago. 

ROANOKE 

It  is  a  matter  of  sincere  regret  that  I  was  prevented  from 
attending  the  appointed  meeting  at  Roanoke;  but  it  is  grati- 
fying to  learn  that  the  meeting  went  off  successfully.  The 
Hampden-Sidney  team,  with  Coach  Charles  A.  Bernier,  ar- 
rived in  Roanoke  on  the  afternoon  of  the  day  the  meeting 
was  held  with  the  purpose  of  playing  Roanoke  College  at 
Salem  the  next  day.  Coach  Bernier  and  members  of  the 
team  were  invited  to  attend  this  gathering  of  the  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  College.  It  was  arranged  for  some  mem- 
bers of  the  team  to  give  talks  and  I  heard  from  friends 
there  that  these  boys  made  a  fine  impression.  From  what 
I  have  seen  of  them  on  the  campus  from  time  to  time  I  am 
not  surprised  that  they  did.  Coach  Bernier,  too,  I  hear, 
made  a  powerful  address  in  his  quiet  way.  Judge  John  M. 
Hart,  '86,  and  several  others  made  interesting  talks.

Anderson,  '77,  Vice-President;  and  R.  C.  Stokes,  '02,  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer. 


CHARLESTON,  W.  VA. 

The  Charleston  alumni  did  not  wait  for  us  to  come  to 
them  to  organize  and  help  with  the  new  movement.  They 
had  a  meeting  soon  after  the  Sesqui-Centennial,  which  was 
addressed  by  our  devoted  and  enthusiastic  alumnus,  Dan- 
dridge  Spotswood,  who  thinks  of  and  works  for  Hampden- 
Sidney  wherever  he  goes. 

There  is  a  fine,  large  group  of  men  in  Charleston,  and 
we  had  a  delightful  and  helpful  meeting.  Governor  William 
A.  MacCorkle,  the  Sesqui-Centennial  orator,  was  our  graci- 
ous host  and  entertained  us  royally,  inviting  many  distin- 
guished gentlemen  to  meet  us.  Dr.  Frank  C.  Brown,  '09, 
President  of  the  Charleston  Chapter,  and  Donald  L.  Cork, 
'13,  Vice-President  and  Acting  Secretary,  had  arranged  a 
dinner  and  a  program,  which  was  carried  out  very  success- 
fully. It  is  impossible  in  the  space  available  to  report  fully 
the  fine  speeches  made  at  this  enthusiastic  meeting.  Al- 
though every  one  had  something  to  say,  the  meeting  did 
not  end  in  mere  talk.  We  cannot  refrain,  however,  from  ex- 
pressing our  appreciation  of  the  interest  and  assistance  of 
Dr.  Brown  and  Donald  Cork,  Governor  MacCorkle,  Judge 
Alexander,  Colonel  Abney  Pavne,  '04;  C.  C.  Lewis,  Sr., 
'87,  and  C.  C.  Lewis,  Jr.,  '13;  of  Mr.  M.  W.  Venable, 
whose  enthusiasm  has  not  waned  since  1863,  when  he  en- 
tered the  College;  of  Mr.  Savage,  whose  interest  is  enhanced 
by  the  fact  that  he  has  a  young  kinsman  at  Hampden-Sid- 
ney at  present;  W.  G.  MacCorkle,  '04;  W.  T.  Thaver, 
'87;  Thomas  G.  Dabney,  '98;  Mr.  Agsten,  Jack  Kay,  '10; 
Herrold  Sterrett,  '08 ;  C.  D.  McCoy,  '03 ;  John  B.  Mor- 
ton, '18;  George  Byrne,  '13,  and  Dr.  Hugh  G.  Thompson, 
'16,  Treasurer.  The  same  feeling  of  gratitude  goes  out  to 
all  the  ethers. 

President  Eggleston,  by  invitation,  presented  the  immedi- 
ate needs  of  the  College  and  in  doing  so  gave  an  outline  of 
the  growth  of  Hampden-Sidney  since  1919,  when  there  were 
only  eighty-nine  students  and  seven  professors,  to  the  present 
time,  when  there  are  two  hundred  and  forty-five  students  and 
thirteen  professors.  He  said  that  the  recitation  hall  is  at  the 
limit  of  its  capacity,  with  two  of  the  professors  teaching 
classes  on  the  outside.  President  Eggleston  has  been  re- 
quested to  write  an  article  for  the  present  number  of  The 
Record,  to  include  a  statement,  not  only  of  the  immediate 
needs  of  the  College,  but  also  of  those  needs  which  are  soon 
to  follow,  which  will  contain  a  part  of  what  he  said  at  this 
meeting. 

A  large  contribution  to  the  alumni  fund  was  made  on  the 
spot  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  see  those  who  were 
unavoidably  detained  from  the  meeting. 

NORFOLK 

Norfolk  is  a  stronghold  of  Hampden-Sidney  and  we  ex- 
pected to  have  a  fine  time  there,  but  the  welcome  given  us 
and  the  interest  manifested  was  beyond  our  hopes.  Several 
dates  were  named  for  a  meeting  with  the  alumni  before  we 
could  agree  on  one  that  suited  all.  The  postponement 
seemed,  however,  to  have  only  made  it  better.  Mr.  Lemuel 
Bowden,  '09,  the  energetic  President,  and  Mr.  Clarence  B. 
Robertson,  '15,  the  efficient  Secretary,  had  the  dinner  and 
everything  arranged  to  perfection.  Dr.  W.  H.  T.  Squires, 
'95,  presided  at  the  meeting  and  put  fire  into  it,  as  he  does 
everywhere.  If  any  one  failed  to  catch  fire  and  to  speak 
his  mind  and  heart,  we  failed  to  notice  it.  It  is  hoped  that 
every  one  enjoyed  the  meeting  as  much  as  I  did.  It  was 
a  special  pleasure  to  meet  old  friends  like  Dr.  Bryan  Grin- 
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nan,  '79,  and  John  M.  Reynolds,  '78,  and  to  connect  up 
with  friends  like  Mayor  Heth  Tyler,  '93;  C.  W.  Mason, 
'97;  Henry  Venable,  '92;  Theodore  J.  Wool,  Sr.,  '87;  Fin- 
lay  F.  Ferguson,  '95 ;  Dr.  J.  Warren  White,  also  of  '95, 
and  Dr.  E.  W.  Magruder,  '91.  It  was  a  pleasure  also  to 
meet  Judge  Richard  Mcllwaine,  Jr.,  '88.  Hampden-Sid- 
ney men  are  the  "top  notchers"  in  Norfolk,  as  everywhere 
else.  In  every  profession  they  are  the  leaders ;  and  the 
younger  men  are  coming  forward  rapidly  to  strengthen 
these  ranks. 

Here  I  recall  an  experience  which  I  think  is  worth  nar- 
rating. Conversing  with  a  gentleman  in  an  Eastern  city,  in- 
terested in  Southern  colleges,  I  asked  him  how  we  should  pre- 
sent the  case  of  Hampden-Sidney  to  business  men  in  his  sec- 
tion. He  replied,  "Business  men  look  at  things  in  a  busi- 
ness way.  They  will  want  to  know  why  there  is  any  need 
of  Hampden-Sidney.  Why  should  it  be  built  up,  why  should 
it  be  endowed  ?  What  has  it  done  in  the  past  and  what  de- 
mand is  there  for  it  in  the  future?"  In  short,  "Why  Hamp- 
den-Sidney?" 

I  gave  him  some  of  the  well-known  statistics  with  regard 
to  the  Hampden-Sidney  men  of  the  past.  I  told  him  about 
••he  600  or  more  ministers ;  the  500  lawyers ;  the  400  physi- 
cians; the  10  presidents  of  universities,  including  2  founders; 
the  27  presidents  of  colleges;  the  125  professors;  the  135 
principals  of  high  schools,  and  the  400  or  more  teachers  in 
the  schools  that  Hampden-Sidney  has  given  to  the  country. 
I  told  him  about  the  great  men  it  has  given  to  the  service 
of  the  nation,  including  a  President,  members  of  the  Cabi- 
net, ministers  to  foreign  countries,  members  of  the  Senate 
and  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  generals  in  the  army 
and  officers  in  the  navy.  I  told  him  about  the  4  Governors 
of  Virginia,  2  of  Kentucky,  2  of  Missouri,  and  1  of  Mary- 
land;  of  the  15  other  State  officers  of  Virginia;  of  the  judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  and  of  the  Circuit  Courts; 
of  the  members  of  the  Constitutional  Conventions  of  Vir- 
ginia and  other  States;  of  the  30  members  of  the  Senate  of 
Virginia  and  90  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates.  I  told 
him  of  the  record  of  Hampden-Sidney  men  in  the  Confed- 
eracy, including  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives ;  3  generals  and  20  colonels  and  hundreds  of 
captains  and  other  commissioned  officers.  I  told  him  how 
Hampden-Sidney  students  had  gone  as  bodies  into  all  the 
wars,  the  Revolutionary  War  and  the  War  of  1812,  as  well 
as  the  War  Between  the  States.  These  facts  interested  the 
gentleman  very  much,  but  he  said,  "Good  enough  for  the 
past!  How  about  today?  What  are  your  men  doing  in 
the  present?" 

I  told  him  that  the  younger  sons  of  Hampden-Sidney  are 
following  bravely  in  the  ways  of  their  fathers ;  that  they  are 
found,  even  more  numerously,  in  eminent  positions  of  serv- 
ice in  State  and  Nation  and  in  the  professions.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  a  late  Alumni  Catalogue,  I  could  not  give  him 
complete  statistics,  but  I  gave  an  illustration  from  one  city. 

Though  the  same  thing  might  be  told  of  other  cities,  I 
cited  to  my  friend  the  case  of  Norfolk  as  an  illustration  of 
what  the  men  of  Hampden-Sidney  are  doing  for  Virginia.  All 
the  facts  are  not  in  hand,  but  I  happen  to  know  that  in  Nor- 
folk today  graduates  of  Hampden-Sidney  are  holding  the  fol- 
lowing positions  of  high  public  and  professional  service:  The 
Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools, 
Judge  of  the  city  court,  the  chief  physicians  and  surgeons, 
three  or  more  of  the  most  eminent  lawyers,  three  of  the  lead- 
ing ministers,  the  leading  chemist,  the  chief  architect,  the  cus- 
toms officer,  and  leading  merchants,  manufacturers,  and  ex- 


porters.   Just  as  impressive  lists  can  be  given  for  other  cities. 

The  gentleman  replied,  "That  is  fine.  Facts  like  those 
impress  business  men.     Why  don't  you  let  them  be  known?" 

Let  us  do  this.  But  we  cannot  make  such  lists  complete 
unless  the  men  enroll  and  supply  us  with  information  about 
what  they  are  doing. 

As  specimens  of  what  may  be  shown,  we  are  printing  else- 
where incomplete  lists  of  living  graduates  in  prominent 
positions  in  church,  in  State,  in  education,  and  in  the  profes- 
sions in  Richmond,  Petersburg,  Roanoke,  Lynchburg,  and 
Prince  Edward.  Other  lists  will  be  printed  as  the  informa- 
tion is  supplied.

The  Executive  Council 
Work  Done  and  Still  to  Be  Done 

Let  All  Help 

At  the  request  of  the  President  of  the  Association,  an 
Executive  Council  has  been  formed  at  Hampden-Sidney, 
composed  of  members  of  the  faculty  and  resident  alumni. 
The  purpose  of  this  Council  is  to  assist  in  getting  the  As- 
sociation organized,  in  compiling  a  new  Catalogue  of  Alumni, 
in  preparing  and  editing  material  for  The  Record,  and,  in 
general,  in  advancing  the  interests  of  the  Association  in  every 
way  as  far  as  it  can  be  done  at  headquarters.  Of  this  Coun- 
cil, President  Joseph  D.  Eggleston,  '86,  is  Chairman ;  Robert 
K.  Brock,  '97,  is  Secretary ;  P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  '07,  is 
Treasurer;  and  D.  Maurice  Allan,  '16;  Robert  K.  Brock, 
and  Freeman  H.  Hart  form  the  editorial  staff.  The  work 
has  been  divided  out  among  the  different  members. 

The  officers  of  organized  chapters  are  earnestly  requested 
to  send  to  the  Alumni  Secretary  at  Hampden-Sidney  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  their  officers,  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses and  annual  dues  of  their  members,  and  reports  of 
the  transactions  at  their  meetings,  with  all  data  and  news 
about  their  members.  As  to  data  about  the  men,  we  want 
to  know,  at  least,  the  positions  they  have  held  and  what  they 
are  doing  now.  In  other  words,  we  would  like  to  know- 
about  you  just  what  you  would  like  to  know  about  the  other 
fellows. 

Last  summer  we  wrote  to  a  number  of  men,  selected  for 
central  locations,  and  called  "Keymen,"  and  asked  them  to 
get  all  old  students  and  friends  of  the  College  together  and 
organize  Alumni  Chapters.  Some  have  done  what  was  re- 
quested and  some  have  not  yet  acted.  Will  these  "Keymen" 
please  report,  so  that,  if  they  cannot  act,  we  may  get  others 
to  do  so  ?  Many  localities,  where  large  groups  of  men  are 
known  to  be,  have  not  organized.  Let  us  hear  from  indi- 
vidual alumni  or  students  in  these  places  who  do  not  want 
to  fall  out  of  the  ranks  of  Hampden-Sidney  men. 

The  reorganized  chapters  responded  finely  to  the  appeal 
for  subscriptions  to  the  Association  fund,  but  there  are  hun- 
dreds outside  them  still  to  be  heard  from.  We  request  the 
Chapter  Secretaries  or  Treasurers  to  send  in  the  subscrip- 
tions to  this  fund,  along  with  the  dues,  to  P.  Tulane  Atkin- 
son, Treasurer.  Let  all  old  students  and  alumni  who  have 
not  enrolled  and  subscribed  in  chapters  fill  up  the  blank  on 
the  inside  cover  page  and  send  it  in  with  their  dues  and 
subscription.

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Immediate  Needs  of  the  College 

By  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston 


SINCE  1919  the  student  body  at  Hampden-Sidney  ha- 
grown  from  89  to  245.  The  faculty  has  been  in- 
creased from  7  to  13  members.  The  maximum  salary  of 
professors  has  been  raised  from  less  than  $1,600  a  year  to 
$2,500;  some  of  the  professors  do  not  get  this  maximum. 

It  is  not  generally  known,  even  among  college  men,  that 
a  student,  after  paying  all  college  fees,  in  reality  pays  only 
about  38  cents  out  of  every  $1  that  it  takes  to  educate  him 
at  college.  This  is  the  average  throughout  the  country. 
Growth  of  the  student  body,  therefore,  while  very  encour- 
aging, causes  additional  expense,  for  the  college  has  to  find 
62  cents  on  each  $1  for  each  student  enrolled. 

If  this  fact,  in  its  full  force,  could  burn  itself  into  the 
brains  and  hearts  of  our  alumni,  it  would  redound  greatly 
to  the  benefit  of  Alma  Mater. 

In  some  colleges  and  universities  in  this  country,  each  stu- 
dent is  requested,  and  is  expected,  when  he  leaves  college,  to 
pay  back  to  his  Alma  Mater,  with  interest,  the  amount  re- 
quired to  educate  him  at  college,  less  the  amount  he  paid 
in  fees.  And  a  very  large  number  of  alumni  of  these  insti- 
tutions are  doing  this  very  thing. 

Figure  it  out  in  your  own  case. 

An  increasing  number  of  the  alumni  of  other  institutions, 
knowing  the  above  fact,  are  coming  to  the  help  of  their  col- 
leges in  order  that  they  may  have  a  sufficient  endowment  to 
keep  abreast  of  modern  requirements. 

So  much  by  way  of  introduction. 

Of  the  $433,000  pledged  five  years  ago  in  the  campaign 
conducted  in  the  Synod,  a  little  less  than  one-half  has  been 
paid  in.  It  is  feared  that  a  substantial  part  of  the  other  half 
will  never  be  paid.  A  little  over  $100,000  of  what  was  paid 
in  was  used  to  erect  and  equip  our  new  Science  Building — 
an  absolute  necessity. 

The  increased  attendance  from  year  to  year,  as  well  as 
the  higher  cost  of  labor  and  material  of  every  kind,  made  it 
necessary  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  either  to  stop  the  growth 
of  the  college — which  would  have  meant  annihilation — or 
to  contract  debt  from  year  to  year.  There  was  not  sufficient 
income  to  meet  absolutely  necessary  expenses.  Our  present 
indebtedness  is  about  $25,000. 

From  what  sources  do  we  have  annual  income?  1.  From 
a  very  small  endowment  which  brings  us  approximately 
$10,000.  2.  From  college  fees  an  average  of  approximately 
$175  per  student.  3.  From  annual  contributions  made  by 
the  churches  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia,  which  contributions 
have  grown  since  1919  from  nothing  to  $22,000  last  year. 
These  church  contributions  from  year  to  year  have  never 
equalled  the  amounts  requested  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  endorsed  by  Synod,  but  they  have  made  the  continuance 
of  the  college  possible,  and  we  are  very  grateful  for  what 
has  been  done. 

We  are  trying  very  hard  to  live  within  our  budget  for  the 
current  session. 


What  are  our  immediate  needs? 

I.  The  old  recitation  hall  is  now  much  too  small  and  has 
become  inadequate  for  our  present  needs.  Some  of  the  class- 
rooms are  uncomfortably  full,  and  two  of  the  professors  have 
to  find  classrooms  elsewhere.  The  three  professors  of  science 
teach  in  the  Science  Building. 

The  present  recitation  hall  contains  the  chapel  and  the  two 
literary  society  rooms.  A  new  recitation  hall  without  a 
chapel  and  without  the  literary  society  rooms  will  cost  with 
equipment  approximately  $75,000.  A  new  recitation  hall 
with  a  chapel  and  with  two  literary  society  rooms  will  cost 
approximately  $150,000. 

Unless  we  are  to  limit  the  student  body  to  245 — our  pres- 
ent enrollment — we  must  have  a  new  recitation  hall  open  by 
September,  1927.  The  construction  of  it  should  commence 
in  the  early  spring. 

II.  With  our  present  student  body  of  245,  we  should 
have  two  additional  professors.  If  the  new  recitation  hall 
is  erected  we  must  have  in  September,  1927,  at  least  two 
additional  professors,  and  we  should  have  three.  This  de- 
mands additional  income,  either  through  special  contribu- 
tions to  provide  for  an  emergency,  or  from  new  endowment, 
the  interest  on  which  will  pay  the  salaries  of  the  additional 
professors. 

Of  equal  importance  is  a  trained  Librarian  for  her  whole 
time.  At  present  we  have  the  valuable  services  of  Miss 
Emma  C.  Venable  for  a  part  of  her  time,  and  have  her  only 
because  she  happens  to  be  spending  the  session  with  her  sis- 
ters. If  she  should  return  to  her  work  in  Norfolk,  the  Col- 
lege would  have  to  find  at  least  $1,000,  in  addition  to  the 
$50  per  month  now  paid  Miss  Venable.  One  thousand  dol- 
lars is  6  per  cent  interest  on  $17,000.  The  salary  of  a 
Librarian  must  be  included  in  future  budgets. 

III.  Rooms  and  residences  at  Hampden-Sidney  are  now 
at  a  premium.    Where  are  we  to  house  additional  professors? 

IV.  The  General  Education  Board  of  New  York  offered 
this  College  $100,000  on  condition  that  the  College  find  at 
least  $225,000  of  new  endowment,  and  be  out  of  debt.  This 
offer  was  to  close  June  30,  1927.  The  time  limit  has  been 
extended  to  lune  30,  1929.  Can  the  alumni  afford  to  let  the 
College  lose  this  $100,000? 

V.  We  think  that  at  little  cost  we  can  make  room  for 
about  24  additional  students  in  our  present  buildings.  Judg- 
ing the  future  by  the  past  seven  years,  we  may  reach  this 
additional  limit  next  session. 

Then  what  ? 

Are  these  all  the  needs  of  the  College  ?  By  no  means. 
But  these  immediate  needs  are  so  pressing,  so  serious,  and 
so  vital  to  the  welfare  of  Hampden-Sidney  that  the  discus- 
sion of  less  pressing  needs  can  be  postponed  for  a  future 
issue  of  The  Record. 
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Then  and  Now

'  I  *HE  old  familiar  faces,  the  days  that  are  no  more,  the 
-*-  fleeting  years,  the  retrospect  of  one  still  lingering  here, 
thinking,  it  may  be,  of  the  cheerful  yesterdays,  but  oftener 
lapsing  into  sad  memories; the  kaleidoscopic  succession  of  mov- 
ing pictures,  bewildering  in  the  swift  change  and  contrast  of 
scenes.  Even  our  little  world  has,  in  a  material  way,  under- 
gone change,  though  the  rolling  acreage  of  the  Campus,  with 
its  woodland  on  the  west,  is  still  in  marked  contrast  to  the 
narrow  parallelogram  fronting  the  old  Seminary,  once  paled 
in  as  if  with  cloistered  retirement  from  public  intrusion. 
But  where  are  the  young  clerics  moving  in  their  new  dig- 
nity, only  lately  among  the  noisy,  rollicking  lads  of  the  sis- 
ter institution — the  bestowers  on  their  old  classmates  of  the 
quasi-biblical  name  of  Seminites?  Again,  two  buildings  have 
been  erected,  the  Gymnasium  and  the  Science  Hall,  that  at 
the  same  time  alter  the  appearance  of  the  place  and  mark 
the  advance  made  in  physical  training  and  in  practical  knowl- 
edge and  greater  freedom  of  thought. 

But  where  are  they  who  peopled  the  halls  and  dormitories 
— the  teachers  and  the  taught?  After  the  lapse  of  forty 
years,  who  remain  ?  Of  the  former,  barely  one  or  two ;  of 
the  latter,  the  last  four  enrollments  in  diminishing  numbers 
till  their  graduation.  Where  are  the  writer's  own  colleagues? 
Where  are  the  professors  of  the  Seminary  faculty  ?  In  forty 
years  they  who  presided  and  the  rest  of  either  staff,  in  most 
cases  others  succeeding  them,  are  gone  by  removal  or  death. 
The  Seminary,  seeking  a  wider  field,  went  in  a  body  to  their 
new  home  in  Richmond,  Dr.  Moore,  then  President  and  till 
his  lamented  death,  it  has  been  said,  inspiring  the  movement, 
the  vacated  buildings  utilized  today  by  the  growth  of  the 
College.  Our  own  chief,  Dr.  Richard  Mcllwaine,  "the 
clear-eyed  Rector  of  the  Sacred  Hill,"  resigned  after  twenty- 
three  years  of  devoted  service ;  the  genial  professor  of  what 
was  then  the  double  chair  of  physics  and  chemistry,  Holla- 
day,  died  many  years  ago;  and  Professor  Thornton,  exact 
as  his  science,  and  exacting,  but  none  the  less  admired  by 
his  pupils,  painstaking  and  patient  with  the  dullest,  a  pat- 
tern of  duty,  now  at  rest  in  the  College  cemetery. 

But  to  the  students  of  earlier  days  and  of  his  own,  the 
writer's,  belong  the  free  hand  to  record  their  estimate  of 
their  various  instructors,  truer  in  fact  and  enlivened  bv  inci- 


dents characteristic  of  each,  touches  of  nature  that  are  worth 
many  words.  What  might  they  not  say  of  that  instructor 
punctilious,  perhaps,  but  the  perfect  gentleman,  and  win- 
ning a  sobriquet  expressive  of  the  vexed  question  of  the  true 
pronunciation  of  the  Roman  speech ;  and  "Jack"  Henneman, 
with  his  inspiring  enthusiasm,  driving  his  bicycle  with  cor- 
responding vigor  ?  The  old  Greek  would  leave  to  them  their 
lively  memories  and  wonder  whether  he  was  expected  to  set 
down  his  own  diversions  and  impressions,  fancies  and  vaga- 
ries, as  he  reviewed  the  twoscore  years  of  his  teacher's  ex- 
perience. He  opines  they  would  be  far  less  worth  reading 
than  those  of  another  octogenarian  most  modestly  calling  his 
reminiscences  "Garrulities." 

Another  structure,  itself  a  memorial,  tells  a  story  too  re- 
cent to  be  classed  among  recollections,  yet  recalling  an  earlier 
episode  in  the  college  annals  belonging  to  the  Civil  War  and 
linking  the  days  of  '76  with  the  World  War  when  the 
Campus  became  a  drill  ground,  and  in  due  course  many  of 
them  that  were  accepted  went  overseas,  some  to  make  the 
supreme  sacrifice,  as  the  bronze  tablets  on  the  gateway  com- 
memorate. Their  graves  in  France  are  typified  by  the  Un- 
known Soldier  buried  at  Arlington,  and  by  his  fellows  from 
each  allied  nation,  enshrined  likewise  in  their  native  soil. 
We  may  reverently  say  of  them  as  so  many  have  said  of  those, 
"How  sleep  the  Brave  who  sink  to  rest  by  all  their  coun- 
try's wishes  blest." 

In  this  connection  it  is  only  fitting  to  put  on  record  two 
occasions  proper  to  Hampden-Sidney 's  history.  In  1907, 
when  the  survivors  of  the  Hampden-Sidney  boys  who 
marched  out  under  Dr.  Atkinson,  President  at  that  time,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War,  held  a  reunion  here  and  the 
Confederate  veterans  of  the  Thornton-Pickett  Camp  assem- 
bled to  do  them  honor,  welcomed  by  the  sole  member  of  the 
faculty,  who  was  himself  a  Confederate,  addresses  were  made 
by  Major  Andrew  Venable,  of  Farmville,  and  Dr.  W.  W. 
Page.  The  other  occasion  was  that  On  Flag  Day  in  1918, 
when  the  nation's  standard  was  displayed,  and  by  it,  in  front 
of  the  Chapel,  the  part  taken  by  Hampden-Sidney  boys  of  a 
later  generation  was  extolled  by  speakers  animated  by  their 
theme,  the  zeal  of  the  young  soldiers  in  answering  their  coun- 
try's call.

From  the  Dean's  Office 

The  College  opened  its  151st  session  with  more  than  200 
students.  The  number  on  the  rolls  rapidly  increased  during 
the  first  few  weeks  until  it  reached  the  245  mark.  This 
easily  breaks  all  records,  passing  the  high  mark  of  last  ses- 
sion by  thirteen.  These  students  are  gathered  from  thirteen 
States,  from  New  Jersey  to  Texas,  and  from  Kansas  to 
Maryland. 

The  Freshman  class  of  '99  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  College.  In  this  short  time  it  has  shown  marked 
ability  in  scholarship,  athletics,  and  other  lines  of  endeavor. 
A  standard  intelligence  test  for  this  class  showed  the  high 
average  of  133.  There  was  considerable  data  for  compari- 
son, and  the  average  for  twenty  colleges,  including  all  the 
upper  classes,  is  130. 

Of  these  ninety-nine  freshmen  enrolled,  fifty  are  preparing 
for  the  learned  professions,  eighteen  for  medicine,  eighteen 
for  law,  eight  for  engineering,  two  for  teaching,  one  for 
architecture.  Others,  of  course,  will  enter  the  professions, 
but  these  fifty  have  already  made  their  decisions. 

■To  show  something  of  the  nature  of  the  service  that 
Hampden-Sidney  is  rendering  it  might  be  stated  here  that 
of  the  thirty-two  graduates  of  last  year  twenty-five  are  in 
graduate  schools  or  are  teaching. 

This  large  attendance  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  all  the 
friends  of  the  College.  It  is  a  recognition  of  the  work  and 
character  of  Hampden-Sidney  and  shows  that  the  Old  Col- 
lege is  growing  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  public.  At 
the  same  time,  this  record-breaking  number  shows  the  cry- 
ing needs  of  the  College.  The  dormitories  are  overcrowded, 
the  classrooms  are  inadequate  in  number  and  size,  and  the 
sections  are  too  large,  though  their  number  is  increased  to 
the  overtaxing  of  some  of  the  professors. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Freshman  class  is  about 
evenly  divided  between  those  applying  for  the  B.  A.  degree 
and  those  applying  for  the  B.  S.  degree.  This  in  face  of  the 
fact  that  Hampden-Sidney  requires  for  the  B.  A.  degree 
three  years  of  Latin  and  two  years  of  Greek,  or  three  years 
of  Greek  and  two  of  Latin,  or  three  years  of  one  of  the  an- 
cient languages  and  two  years  each  of  two  modern  languages. 
There  are  sixty-five  men  in  the  Latin  classes  at  Hampden- 
Sidney  and  sixty-six  in  the  Greek  classes.  The  correspond- 
ing numbers  for  the  University  of  Virginia,  with  its  enroll- 
ment of  over  two  thousand,  are  eighty-six  and  eighty-nine. 
These  numbers  are  not  approached  by  any  other  institution 
in  the  State  with  the  single  exception  that  there  are  seventy- 
five  men  taking  Latin  at  Randolph- Macon  College. 

Within  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  instituted  at 
Hampden-Sidney  what  is  known  as  the  "Dean's  Honor 
Roll."  This  roll  includes  those  students  who,  during  the 
previous  year,  average  85  or  more  on  all  their  courses  and 
made  not  less  than  80  on  any  course.  Those  winning  this 
honor  have  the  privilege  of  attending  classes  or  not,  so  long 
as  they  maintain  their  high  standing.  It  is  needless  to  say 
that  this  is  a  much-coveted  honor  and  privilege.

In  the  spring  of  1924  there  was  organized  at  Hampden- 
Sidney  Lambda  Circle  of  the  National  Honor  Fraternity  of 
Omicron  Delta  Kappa.  The  object  of  this  fraternity  is  to 
encourage  and  honor  leadership,  and  to  utilize  this  leadership 
for  the  highest  good  of  the  College.  The  membership  is 
composed  of  the  recognized  leaders  in  the  various  college 
activities  and  certain  members  of  the  Faculty  chosen  by  the 
student  members  of  the  fraternity.  At  the  regular  monthly 
meeting  every  phase  of  college  life  is  discussed,  and  construc- 
tive policies  are  adopted.  These  policies  are  put  into  effect 
by  the  molding  of  opinion  and  sentiment  on  the  campus 
through  the  personal  influence  of  the  leaders.  Not  only  is 
membership  restricted  as  to  numbers  by  the  national  consti- 
tution, but  the  high  standard  to  which  the  members  must 
measure  up  constitutes  an  additional  restriction.  At  Hamp- 
den-Sidney and  elsewhere  membership  in  O.  D.  K.  is  the 
highest  honor  on  the  campus,  outranking  even  membership 
in  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  where  both  these  honor  fraternities 
obtain.

Union  Literary  Society 

IT  was  in  1788,  while  the  Constitution  and  government  of 
the  United  States  were  undergoing  the  ordeal  of  ratifica- 
tion by  the  several  States  that  eight  men  of  Hampden-Sidney 
College  banded  themselves  together  and  planned  an  organiza- 
tion for  the  encouragement  of  literature  and  fellowship  at 
Hampden-Sidney.  With  a  keen  appreciation  of  the  proposed 
form  of  government,  they  determined  to  express  their  ap- 
proval and  devotion  by  incorporating  their  sentiments  in  the 
name  of   their  organization.     On   September   22,    1789,   the 
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The  Science  Hall  and  H.  Tucker  Graham  Gymnasium  to  the  Right 


Union  Literary  Society  was  established,  "with  the  avowed 
purpose  of  promoting  literature  and  friendship  among  the 
students  of  Hampden-Sidney  College."  The  motto,  "Me 
socium  summis  adiungere  rebus,"  whose  gold  letters  still 
stand  just  inside  of  the  velvet  drapery  behind  the  President's 
chair  in  Union  Hall,  is  indicative  of  their  unfaltering  love 
for  the  Constitution  and  union  of  the  States.  For  their 
original  "colors"  the  Society  chose  white,  emblematic  of 
purity. 

Any  attempt  at  even  outlining  the  history  of  the  organ- 
ization in  such  a  brief  survey  would  prove  disastrous.  How- 
ever, the  trend  of  its  activities  may  be  mentioned  in  outline. 
From  1789  to  1861  the  society  continued  its  remarkable  work 
and  progressed  steadily.  Dr.  John  Holt  Rice,  founder  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  at  Richmond,  Virginia,  and 
Rev.  Archibald  Alexander,  of  Princeton,  were  the  most  out- 
standing men  of  this  period  who  contributed  their  share  to 
the  fame  of  old  Union. 

On  September  16,  1861,  the  Civil  War  called  loyal  sons 
of  the  Society  into  service.  Only  two  survived  to  tell  their 
sad  and  eventful  story. 

The  next  meeting  was  four  years  later,  September  15, 
1865.  George  B.  Morton,  of  Farmville,  Virginia,  the  only 
Union  man  to  return,  with  the  aid  of  several  other  prominent 
"Unions"  reorganized  the  Society.  This  event  marked  the 
revival   of   prestige   and   glory   dear   to   the   heart  of   every 


Hampden-Sidney   man — and    especially    dear   to    those   who 
point  with  pride  to  their  names  on  Union's  roll. 

The  old  Society  is  rich  in  the  achievements  of  her  mem- 
bers. The  walls  of  Union  Hall  are  adorned  with  the  por- 
traits of  John  Holt  Rice,  Samuel  Stanhope  Smith,  and  others, 
all  eminent  sons  of  the  Society,  and  that  of  James  Madison, 
most  eminent.  William  Henry  Harrison  was  a  member  of 
Union  while  at  Hampden-Sidney.  Patrick  Henry  was  fore- 
most among  her  prominent  honorary  members. 

The  prosperity  regained  has  never  been  lost.  True,  the 
influx  of  modern  ideas  and  the  increase  of  diversions  since 
the  days  when  the  Hall  was  illuminated  by  gas  lamps 
brought  with  them  changes  which  might  on  the  surface  in- 
dicate retrogression.  However,  a  closer  study  reveals  facts 
which  are  much  more  encouraging.  On  September  24,  1925, 
the  greatest  enrollment  since  1890  was  recorded.  The  roll 
for  1926-27  is  but  eight  names  less  than  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding one  in  number.  Interest  in  the  work  of  the  Society 
is  not  dying;  it  is  on  the  upgrade.  At  present,  the  halls 
are  being  renovated  and  advantage  is  being  taken  of  every 
opportunity  to  keep  alive  the  "avowed  purpose"  of  the 
founders  and  make  her  life  more  attractive.

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Philanthropic  Literary  Society

JUDGING  from  the  start  which  has  been  made  thus  far, 
one  would  feel  quite  safe  in  saying  that  the  1926-27  term 
promises  to  be  one  of  the  most  successful  that  the  Philan- 
thropic Literary  Society  has  experienced.  Getting  off  to  a 
flying  start  at  the  very  opening  of  College,  the  ever-active 
"Phipps"  succeeded  in  convincing  over  fifty  non-members 
that  it  was  to  their  advantage  to  join  the  Society.  This  is 
perhaps  the  greatest  number  of  new  members  ever  to  be  re- 
ceived in  one  year  and  brings  the  total  membership  up  to 
around  the  hundred  mark.  Of  course,  the  great  majority  of 
these  proselytes  were  freshmen,  but  among  the  number  were 
quite  a  few  upper-classmen,  including  seven  or  eight  seniors, 
who  had  had  good  opportunity  to  ascertain  the  true  worth 
of  the  Society  and  had  evidently  approved  it. 

One  of  the  most  important  actions  of  late  years  has  been 
the  revision  of  the  constitution,  very  recently.  This  funda- 
mental instrument,  not  having  been  altered  since  the  latter 
part  of  the  last  century,  had  become  quite  archaic  in  a  num- 
ber of  important  respects;  but  after  a  large  amount  of  work 
had  been  expended  by  a  committee,  it  was  so  altered  as  to 
meet  the  approval  of  the  entire  Society. 

The  Society  Hall,  on  the  top  floor  of  Mcllwaine  Hall, 
was  gone  over  thoroughly  near  the  first  of  school  and  put 
into  first-class  condition,  considering  the  general  state  of  the 
entire  building.  The  large  life-sized  portrait  of  Dr.  Moses 
D.  Hoge,  about  which  the  rest. of  the  room  seems  to  be  ar- 
ranged, is  perhaps  the  most  notable  feature,  as  it  has  been 
for  a  number  of  years.  On  the  other  walls  hang  pictures  of 
additional  distinguished  alumni  of  the  Society. 

One  of  the  outstanding  causes  for  pride  on  the  part  of  the 
Philanthropic  Literary  Society  is  its  alumni.  Time  and  space 
would  not  suffice  to  mention  all  those  who  have  distinguished 
themselves  in  various  walks  of  life;  but  this  opportunity 
might  be  taken  to  list  a  few :  Jefferson  Davis,  President  of 
the  Confederate  States  of  America;  Dr.  John  Peter  Met- 
tauer,  distinguished  surgeon;  Dr.  W.  H.  Bocock,  professor 
of  Greek  at  the  University  of  Georgia  and  Dean  of  the 
Graduate  School;  Dr.  Richard  Mcllwaine,  former  President 
of  Hampden-Sidney  College,  and  Dr.  Charles  W.  Dabney, 
President  of  the  Hampden-Sidney  Alumni  Association.  Men- 
tion also  might  be  made  of  those  members  who  are  college 
officials  or  professors :  Dr.  Eggleston,  Dean  Reed,  Mr.  Tu- 
lane  Atkinson,  Dr.  Winston,  Dr.  Allan,  Professor  Wilson, 
and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Williams.

Forensics  at  Hampden-Sidney

I  *HE  Debate  Council,  as  the  name  implies,  is  primarily 
interested    in    debating   at    Hampden-Sidney,    and    it    is 
through  this  Council  that  the  intercollegiate  debates  are  con- 
trolled and  regulated.     The  Debate  Council,  however,  does 


not  limit  its  attention  to  debates,  but  it  is  interested  in  all 
kinds  of  forensic  work  at  the  College. 

Dr.  D.  M.  Allan  is  the  Faculty  member  of  the  Council, 
and  is  also  debate  coach.  It  is  largely  to  him  that  the  De- 
bate Council  owes  its  success.  The  student  members  are: 
Howard  C.  Gilmer,  Jr.,  President;  Jack  S.  Shackleton,  Sec- 
retary; Tilden  A.  Harrison,  Jr.,  Graves  H.  Thompson. 

Last  year  the  Council  sponsored  debates  with  eight  colleges 
and  universities,  including  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  and 
Gettysburg  College.  This  year  the  Council  is  planning  a 
wider  program.  The  first  debates  are  scheduled  with  Ran- 
dolph-Macon and  Roanoke  College  and  George  Washington 
University.  These  debates  are  to  be  held  before  Christmas. 
Directly  after  the  Christmas  holidays  Hampden-Sidney  will 
meet  Bridgewater  College  in  a  dual  forensic  tilt. 

During  the  spring  months  plans  are  on  foot  to  have  a  de- 
bate trip  either  northward  through  Pennsylvania,  meeting 
our  old  rivals,  Gett}sburg  and  Pittsburgh,  or  southward 
through  the  Carolinas,  as  invitations  have  been  received  from 
colleges  and  universities  there. 

During  the  spring  months  the  usual  triangular  debate  be- 
tween Emory  and  Henry,  Lynchburg,  and  Hampden-Sid- 
ney will  be  held. 

In  selecting  the  debaters  to  make  up  the  teams,  the  De- 
bate Council  has  found  the  best  plan  to  be  that  of  a  pre- 
liminary debate  or  try-out  on  the  question,  allowing  all  mem- 
bers of  the  literary  societies  who  so  desire  to  take  part.  In 
addition  to  this,  the  Council  requests  that  each  of  the  two 
literary  societies  elect  two  men  to  represent  their  society  in 
the  preliminary  contest.  These  contests  are  judged  by  three 
members  of  the  faculty  appointed  by  the  Debate  Council. 

It  is  the  purpose  and  aim  of  the  Debate  Council  to  in- 
crease the  interest  in  forensics  and  literary  work  at  Hamp- 
den-Sidney. Each  year  the  interest  along  these  lines  seems 
to  be  increasing  and  with  the  proper  co-operation  the  prospects 
for  a  successful  season  this  year  are  very  bright. 


Dramatics

'  I  ''HE  last  few  years  have  witnessed  a  renaissance  in  dra- 
■*■  matics  among  the  colleges  throughout  the  country,  and 
Hampden-Sidney  has  not  been  behind  in  giving  due  recogni- 
tion to  this  significant  movement.  This  new  growth  marks 
the  rising  conviction  that  it  is  the  duty  of  modern  educa- 
tion to  develop  the  aesthetic  side  of  the  personality  as  well 
as  the  intellectual  side.  Entering  upon  its  fifth  year,  the 
Hampden-Sidney  Dramatic  Club  is  enjoying  an  unpre- 
cedented interest  in  this  branch  of  collegiate  activity.  It  has 
not  taken  four  years  to  build  up  this  interest,  for  from  the 
very  beginning  the  organization  has  been  an  attraction  on  the 
campus.  Styling  themselves  the  "Jongleurs,"  the  Hampden- 
Sidney  players  have  met  with  success  before  audiences  in  va- 
rious localities  throughout  the  State.*  Their  earliest  pres- 
entations included  two  of  Booth  Tarkington's  plays.  "Sev- 
enteen," given  in  the  spring  of  1925,  was  aptly  chosen  and 
portrayed  with  a  vividness  highly  creditable  to  the  amateur 
actors.  Following  up  the  success  of  "Seventeen,"  and  with 
an  experienced  cast,  the  Jongleurs  presented  last  year  "Stop, 
Thief!"  a  first-class  performance.  Farmville  was  the  scene 
of  its  first  night,  and  an  enthusiastic  audience  greeted  it. 
The  play  was  then  carried  to  Blackstone,  Richmond  and 
Staunton,  and  in  each  place  the  Hampden-Sidney  actors  were 
warmly  received.     The  number  of  presentations  of  this  play 
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necessarily  had  to  depend  on  the  limited  time  the  men  could 
spare  from  college. 

Another  phase  of  the  Dramatic  Club  work  is  found  in  its 
Minstrels,  and  the  show  presented  in  Farmville  last  spring 
gave  evidence  of  the  diversity  of  talent  found  among  the 
Jongleurs.  This  year  the  Club  is  looking  forward  to  an  even 
more  active  season  in  dramatics.  Great  interest  is  being 
shown  in  a  play  to  be  given  in  the  early  spring  and  work  on 
it  has  already  begun.  Several  of  last  year's  cast,  including 
Tynes,  Kernan,  Porterfield  (who  is  now  studying  Dramatic 
Art  in  New  York),  Southall  and  Hoffman,  will  be  missed 
this  year,  and  these  actors  will  be  hard  to  replace.  However, 
many  of  the  best  performers  are  in  college,  and  the  material 
found  among  the  new  men  in  the  Club  is  most  promising. 

At  a  recent  meeting  the  new  officers  for  the  year  were  in- 
stalled, and  the  Club  organization  is  as  follows:  A.  K.  Dud- 
ley, President;  W.  P.  Williams,  Chairman  of  Dramatic 
Committee;  J.  R.  Ayers,  Business  Manager;  W.  D.  Jar- 
man,  Property  Manager  of  Dramatic  Committee;  A.  A.

Fraternities  at  Hampden-Sidney

t^RATERNITIES  seem  to  have  made  an  early  appearance 
•*■  at  this  College.  So  far  as  the  records  just  now  available 
disclose,  it  appears  that  Beta  Theta  Pi  was  the  first  national 
fraternity  to  establish  a  Chapter  here,  though  Sigma  Alpha 
Epsilon  had  a  Chapter  here  for  a  few  years  along  about  the 
same  time.  Beta  Theta  Pi  here  dates  from  1849,  and  from 
that  period  until  1915  pursued  an  uninterrupted  course,  and 
some  of  the  most  distinguished  men  the  College  has  turned 
out  were  members  of  this  ancient  and  honorable  brotherhood. 
The  Chapter  went  out  of  existence  in  1915. 

Phi  Kappa  Psi  was  only  five  years  later  in  making  its  en- 
trance in  the  fraternity  field,  and  it,  too,  until  1901,  main- 
tained a  continuous  and  successful  existence  for  forty-five 
years.  This  fraternity  was  always  noted  for  its  spirit  of 
friendliness  with  all  the  other  Greek  letter  societies  and  the 
type  of  its  men  was  always  high  and  the  Chapter  universally 
liked. 

Next  in  order  of  establishment  came  Epsilon  Chapter  of 
Chi  Phi.  This  Chapter  was  established  in  1867— the  Revj 
Lennox  B.  Turnbull,  of  Lexington,  who  is  still  lviing,  be- 
ing one  of  the  charter  members.  This  is  the  only  one  of  the 
original  four  fraternities  which  is  still  in  existence.  After 
many  vicissitudes  and  twice  on  the  verge  of  extinction,  it  is 
thriving  today,  and  was  the  first  fraternity  to  own  a  Chap- 
ter House  here.  It  is  now  the  owner  of  its  second  house,  in 
which  most  of  the  Chapter  reside. 

Phi  Gamma  Delta — Delta  Deuteron  Chapter — came  into 
being  here  in  1870.  This  fraternity  also  maintained  a  high 
standard  of  personnel  and  played  an  important  part  in  the 
life  of  the  College,  sending  out  many  splendid  men  until 
1903  when  its  activities  here  ceased. 

In  order  of  establishment,  Sigma  Chi  came  next,  having 
found  its  way  here  very  shortly  after  Phi  Gamma  Delta, 
1872.  It  gave  up  its  charter  in  1902,  but  within  the  period 
of  its  existence  it  always  held  a  high  place. 


Kappa  Sigma  entered  the  Greek  circle  in  1883  and  has 
maintained  a  flourishing  Chapter  ever  since.  It  also  has  a 
Chapter  House  here. 

Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  which  was  founded  at  the  University  of 
Virginia  in  1868,  established  its  Iota  Chapter  here  in  1885. 
Founded  in  the  South  and  at  first  confined  to  the  South,  it 
now  has  Chapters  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  though  the  ma- 
jority are  still  located  in  Southern  institutions.  It  is  a  thriv- 
ing Chapter  and  one  of  the  strongest  at  Hampden-Sidney. 
It  also  owns  its  home. 

The  Chapter  of  the  Southern  order  of  Kappa  Alpha  was 
established  in  1899  and  early  took  a  prominent  part  in  the 
fraternity  life  of  the  Hill.  It,  too,  had  a  most  successful 
career  and  is  now  one  of  the  most  substantial  fraternities  at 
Hampden-Sidney. 

Back  in  the  early  90's  Phi  Theta  Psi  and  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  established  Chapters  at  Hampden-Sidney,  but  the 
field  was  pretty  well  occupied  and  they  only  remained  a  few 
years. 

As  late  as  1913  Theta  Chi  made  its  appearance  and 
promptly  made  its  presence  felt  in  the  social  life  of  the  Col- 
lege. It  already  owns  its  own  home,  one  of  the  most  attrac- 
tive at  Hampden-Sidney. 

Only  last  spring  Epsilon  Alpha,  a  successful  local,  went 
into  the  national  fraternity,  Theta  Kappa  Nu,  and  bids  fair 
to  hold  its  own  with  fraternities  of  longer  standing.  This 
fraternity  makes  six  national  fraternities  now  at  this  College. 

In  the  old  days,  the  period  at  which  the  writer  was  at 
College,  the  average  attendance  was  only  about  one  hundred 
and  thirty  men,  and  with  as  many  as  eight  fraternities  in  a 
school  of  no  larger  enrollment,  made  competition  acute  and 
the  life  of  a  Chapter  precarious.  The  average  number  of 
men  in  any  one  Chapter  was  not  in  excess  of  eight,  and,  con- 
sequently, by  graduation  or  otherwise,  any  fraternity  might 
readily  find  itself  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  session  with  only 
two  or  three  members  back,  and  this  is  the  explanation  of 
the  going  out  of  the  old  fraternities  above  mentioned.  They 
simply  died  by  attrition. 

With  an  attendance  now  of  two  hundred  and  fifty,  the 
College  could  readily  support  four  more  fraternities,  making 
ten  in  all.  The  average  membership  in  the  Chapters  now 
runs  around  fifteen,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  older  fraternities 
which  were  first  established  and  which  succumbed  when  the 
student  attendance  fell  off  to  a  bare  hundred  may  find  their 
way  back  to  Hampden-Sidney  and  take  up  again  and  main- 
tain the  fine  position  which  they  held  in  the  old  days.

HPHE  hardest  and  longest  Hampden-Sidney  football  sched- 
ule  has  just  been  completed  by  the  Tiger  squad.  Sports 
writers  and  critics  have  given  the  Garnet  and  Gray  of  1926 
a  high  rating.  Some  writers  have  gone  so  far  as  to  rate  this 
year's  grid  squad  the  strongest  defensive  combination  in  the 


which  blazed  through  a  schedule  of  games  few  large  insti- 
tutions would  attempt. 

Beginning  with  the  University  of  Virginia  at  Charlottes- 
ville, Captain  Adkins  and  his  band  of  Tigers  played  the 
Cavaliers  to  a  standstill,  neither  side  scoring.  The  heat  was 
terrific,  and  most  players  lost  ten  pounds  during  the  sixty 
minutes  of  play.  Dick  Dudley,  the  little  Tiger  pivot  man, 
weighed  in  at  136  pounds  after  the  fray,  losing  eleven  pounds. 
In  bad  shape  from  the  hard  battle  of  the  opening  Saturday 
game,  the  Garnet  and  Gray  journeyed  to  Blacksburg  to  meet

State  and  South.  Others  have  mentioned  the  eleven  as  the 
outstanding  Tiger  team  of  all  time.  There  is  no-  doubt  in 
my  mind  that  the  team  of  the  past  season  ranked  well  up 
with  the  best  ever  turned  out  by  Hampden-Sidney,  but  I 
would  hesitate  to  call  it  the  best  of  all  time.  Such  teams 
led  by  Rev.  Thos.  Hooper,  of  Culpeper,  Va. ;  Dr.  John 
Shackelford,  of  Martinsville,  Va. ;  "Toad"  Thurman,  of 
Charleston,  W.  Va. ;  Jim  Warren,  of  Nashville,  Tenn., 
were  all  outstanding  teams  and  won  championships.  The 
team  of  "Sin"  Hooper  accomplished  the  feat  of  winning 
three  hard  games  in  four  days.  This  is  probably  a  record  for 
the  entire  country,  and  speaks  well  for  the  conditioning  of  the 
squad.  In  a  fanning  bee  on  Death  Valley  last  spring  Sin 
told  me  his  team  could  have  played  every  day  with  an  occa- 
sional double-header  thrown  in  for  good  measure.  The  team 
of  John  Shackelford  made  a  great  comeback  after  losing  the 
first  championship  game.  This  team  possessed  a  wonderful 
spirit  and  had  to  overcome  many  obstacles  to  come  over  the 
wire  a  winner.  Henry  Crisp,  who  is  now  coaching  the  line 
at  Alabama,  played  on  "Shack's"  team.  Crisp  told  me  sev- 
eral times  that  it  was  the  greatest  football  team  he  ever 
played  with.  The  team  of  Toad  Thurman  stood  well  out  in 
front  with  the  outstanding  elevens.  This  array  of  football 
talent  administered  a  44-0  defeat  to  William  and  Mary  on 
Cary  Field  in  Williamsburg.  The  Saturday  following  an- 
other dose  of  calsomine  was  applied  to  Richmond  Univer- 
sity by  a  score  of  9-0.  Jim  Warren's  team  reached  great 
heights  to  win  another  championship.  All  of  these  teams 
lived  up  to  rigid  training  rules  and  were  well  conditioned, 
but   I  doubt  if  they  were  as  durable  as  the  team  of   1926 


the  strong  V.  P.  I.  team.  Tech  got  a  good  start  with  a 
forty-five-yard  place  kick  and  with  a  powerful  running  at- 
tack ran  up  thirty  points.  This  score  was  attained  after  some 
hard  going,  first  downs  being  made  by  inches.  In  justice  to 
Captain  Adkins'  eleven,  I  might  add  that  Tech  was  favored 
with  two  good  breaks.  The  V.  P.  I.  team  was  playing  a 
mid-season  game  and  suffered  for  their  early  priming  later 
by  experiencing  the  worst  slump  of  any  State  team.  The 
Randolph-Macon  game  was  the  beginning  of  offensive  work, 
which  was  featured  by  hard  and  well-timed  blocking.  This 
game  and  the  Lynchburg  game  were  won  handily  by  a  driv- 
ing attack,  interspersed  with  a  flashy  overhead  game.  The 
Roanoke  game  found  the  Tiger  back  field  at  its  best  to  reg- 
ister fourteen  first  downs,  although  two  Varsity  men  were 
out  of  the  game  because  of  injuries.  The  ball  was  carried 
the  length  of  the  field  three  times,  but  the  punch  seemed  to 
be  lacking  for  touchdowns.  Roanoke  worked  the  ball  into 
the  Tiger  thirty-yard  line  once  and  made  this  opportunity 
good  by  kicking  a  placement  from  the  twenty-eight-yard 
mark.  Captain  Adkins'  eleven  played  a  remarkable  game 
and  the  score  hardly  tells  the  story  of  this  fierce  encounter. 
Elon  College  was  snowed  under,  44-0.  The  Varsity  played 
less  than  one  quarter.  The  second  string  men  even  outdid 
the  regulars. 

Coming  back  to  Death  Valley,  all  hands  got  down  to  real 
work  for  the  game  of  games.  The  big  game  on  the  menu 
for  the  players  "and  coach  was  the  Davidson  game.  The 
squad  was  at  its  peak  when  the  referee  started  the  game  in 
Charlotte.  The  score  stood  12-0  at  the  end  of  sixty  min- 
utes of  fierce  play,  with  the  Death  Valley  men  holding  the 
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big  end  of  the  score.  I  have  seen  Hampden-Sidney  teams 
play  for  eighteen  years,  and  I  have  never  seen  better  execu- 
tion of  blocking  and  tackling.  The  Tigers  could  have  given 
any  team  in  the  South  a  merry  battle  on  this  particular  day. 
We  were  all  afraid  of  a  reaction  for  the  Richmond  game. 
The  squad  was  given  a  rest  Monday  following  the  Davidson 
game.  With  two  days  of  hard  scrimmage  work  against  the 
shift  and  one  day  to  taper  off  and  polish  up  the  offense,  the 
squad  was  ready  for  Richmond   University.      Richmond  ex- 


tained  attack.  The  game  ended  with  neither  team  scoring. 
With  this  game  ended,  a  great  season  for  Hampden-Sidney 
came  to  a  close.  The  following  men  have  played  four  years 
and  will  leave  in  June:  Adkins,  Dudley,  Nance,  Brinser, 
Richardson,  Palmer.  All  wonderful  men.  I  look  for  them 
to  make  great  names  for  themselves  in  the  ministry,  medicine, 
law,  and  business  world.  They  have  played  a  hard,  clean, 
sportsmanlike  game  for  Alma  Mater.  They  will  enter  their 
life  work  with  the  same  spirit.

ecuted  a  brilliant  forward  pass  early  in  the  game  for  a  touch- 
down and  it  looked  dark  for  Captain  Adkins'  warriors,  but 
the  team  stuck  by,  and  when  the  break  came  the  men  were 
there  to  take  full  advantage  of  their  opportunities.  With 
a  slashing  drive  the  second  touchdown  was  made.  A  third 
touchdown  was  put  across  by  alert  end  play  and  hard  block- 
ing. The  reserves  were  on  the  way  to  another  marker  when 
the  whistle  blew.  It  was  a  clean-cut  victory  over  a  hard, 
clean  fighting  team.  There  was  a  let-down  after  winning 
the  two  important  games  on  the  schedule,  but  the  University 
of  Florida  found  the  Tiger  team  more  than  a  set-up.  Both 
teams  played  excellent  ball  before  a  crowd  of  6,000  football 
fans.  Alumni  of  the  College  turned  out  in  Tampa,  coming 
from  all  parts  of  the  State.  Alumni  of  other  Virginia  col- 
leges gave  the  Garnet  and  Gray  support  in  the  cheering  sec- 
tion. It  was  a  great  game  and  a  wonderful  trip,  highly  edu- 
cational in  every  respect.  The  following  week  Florida  and 
Washington  and  Lee  played  a  6-6  tie  game,  which  is  a  fair 
indication  of  the  strength  of  Hampden-Sidney — the  Florida- 
Tiger  game  being  a  scoreless  tie 

The  final  game  on  the  Tiger  card  took  place  in  Hunting- 
ton, W.  Va.,  with  Marshall  College  as  the  opponent.  It 
was  the  first  time  a  team  of  Hampden-Sidney  had  ever 
played  on  West  Virginia  soil.  Alumni  and  friends  of  the 
College  came  in  large  numbers  to  see  the  team  play.  I  was 
much  impressed  with  the  parents  of  the  boys  who  came  to 
Huntington  for  this  game.  Unfortunately,  it  rained  hard 
throughout  the  game,  making  it  impossible  to  handle  the 
ball  skilfully.  The  field  became  a  sea  of  mud  and  the  players 
could  not  get  sure  enough  footing  to  execute  plays  well. 
Both  teams  played  unusually  well  for  the  condition  of  the 
iield,  but  all  drives  lacked  the  necessary   power  for  a  sus-

Dear  Bob: — 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  things  among  the  many  attractive 
features  of  the  Sesqui-Centennial  celebration  at  Hampden-Sidney 
was  a  rather  unique  illustration  of  the  spiritual  value  of  that  com- 
munity.    I  use  the  adjective  in  a  general  sense. 

In  the  fall  of  nineteen  hundred  there  was  a  football  team  at  the 
college  which  was  not  scored  upon  during  the  season.  The  record 
is  that  this  team  played  three  match  games  in  four  days  and  won 
all  three  of  them.  Unless  my  memory  plays  me  false,  we  did  not 
punt  during  the  season.  The  team  carried  one  or  two  substitutes, 
but  these  were  rarely  used.  And  if  an  old-timer  may  be  allowed 
the  remark,  those  were  the  days  when  football  was  football,  the 
days  of  mass  plays  and  brute  strength  (?),  I  myself  weighing  one 
hundred  and  forty  pounds.  So  that,  it  may  be  said  with  modesty 
that  it  was  not  a  team  of  "sissies." 

Furthermore,  it  is  not  a  thing  to  be  proud  of,  but  it  is  a  fact  that 
the  men  on  that  team  did  not  exert  any  particular  religious  influ- 
ence. It  is  not  meant  that  they  were  wicked,  but  to  say  the  least 
we  were  negative  so  far  as  religion  was  concerned.  Some  of  us 
even  belonged  to  a  ribbon  society  which  did  not  call  forth  pleas- 
ant thoughts  or  pleasant  words  from  the  faculty.  But,  for  all  that, 
we  could  not  help  breathing  the  air,  drinking  the  water,  and  ab- 
sorbing the  influences  of  those  charming  people  who  constituted  the 
culture  of  the  community  in  that  day. 

Well,  a  quarter  of  a  century  has  passed  by.  At  the  celebration 
last  spring  men  came  from  various  places,  and  among  them  were 
four  from  that  team  of  the  fall  of  nineteen  hundred,  and  one  from 
the  team  of  the  year  before  just  as  good  as  any  on  that  team. 
There  were  Sam  Osborne,  Al  Caldwell,  Tom  Gilliam,  Billie  Kem- 
per, and  myself,  all  of  us  in  the  study  of  that  cultured  gentleman, 
that  genial  and  hospitable  host,  that  warm  friend,  Dr.  Brock. 

Of  those  five,  three  are  now  elders  in  the  Presbyterian  church, 
one  is  a  leading  steward  in  the  Methodist  church,  and  one  is  a 
minister. 

I  do  not  claim  to  know  what  part  heredity  plays  in  the  making 
of  a  man  and  what  part  is  due  to  environment.  In  view  of  the 
vast  multitude  of  things  that  make  their  impression  upon  develop- 
ing character,  it  seems  to  me  nothing  short  of  ridiculous  for  a 
church  court,  for  example,  to  declare  gravely  that  in  such  an  area 
it  required  so  many  church  members  to  save  a  soul.  Those  pro- 
fessors who  labored  so  faithfully  and  with  so  little  success  with  me 
will  know  that  I  do  not  have  the  brains  to  figure  out  all  that. 
The  simple  facts  have  been  set  down  and  you  can  make  your  own 
inferences.     To  me,  it  is  a  very  striking  set  of  facts. 

With  all  the  respect  in  the  world  for  conditions  there  as  they 
used  to  be,  there  can  hardly  be  a  doubt  that  the  religious  influences 
there  now  are  much  more  definite  and  pronounced.  Professors  who 
labor  with  such  pains  and  see  very  little  results  to  those  labors  by 
the  time  a  man  is  graduated  may  naturally  think  it  is  in  vain. 
Parents  whose  boys  are  fortunate  enough  to  be  at  Hampden-Sid- 
ney may  feel  a  very  great  and  natural  solicitude  over  what  they 
will  make  of  themselves.  May  I  venture  with  modesty  to  suggest 
to  all  such,  from  this  bit  of  history  so  strikingly  shown  at  the  cele- 
bration, that  it  takes  a  long  time  to  make   an  oak?

We  have  to  record  the  death  of  three  of  our  oldest  alumni. 
A  letter  received  from  Miss  Mary  L.  Hopkins,  of  Sedalia,  Mo., 
dated  September  30,  1926,  says:  "My  father  has  been  dead  now 
for  nearly  two  years.  ...  I  know  he  would  be  interested  were 
he  now  living."  She  refers  to  James  S.  Hopkins,  of  the  class  of 
1858,  who  retired  from  active  business  some  years  ago.  This  class 
of  1858  was  pre-eminently  a  class  of  soldiers.  Thirty-four  were 
in  the  Army  of  the  Confederacy  and  five  were  killed  in  battle. 
The  class  contained  two  lieutenants,  nine  captains,  one  major,  one 
lieutenant-colonel,  and  five  surgeons.  Of  this  class,  the  "honor 
men"  were  George  A.  Calhoun,  David  Comfort,  Jr.,  H.  Everett 
Meade,  who  fell  at  Seven  Pines,  and  George  Washington  Wood- 
ing, who  was  killed  at  the  Battle  of  Fredericksburg. 

To  the  class  of  1859  belonged  our  old  neighbor,  James  Arthur 
Walthall,  four  years  a  student  of  the  college,  a  gallant  soldier 
and  lieutenant  in  the  Confederate  Army.  Many  years  ago  he  pur- 
chased one  of  the  farms  near  the  college  that  once  belonged  to 
Major  James  Morton  and  here  he  lived  the  life  of  an  industrious 
farmer,  respected  by  all.  He  died  in  November,  1926,  and  was 
laid  to  rest  in  the  cemetery  of  College  Church. 

Another  of  our  veterans  who  has  been  called  to  his  reward  is 
Henry  Watkins  Edmunds,  of  the  class  of  1860.  Mr.  Edmunds 
was  the  only  son  of  the  late  Edwin  Edmunds,  Esq.,  of  "Rother- 
wood,"  Prince  Edward  County,  Va.,  who  was  an  influential  citizen, 
a  man  of  wealth,  and  long  an  honored  elder  of  College  Church. 
At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  Mr.  Edmunds  joined  the  army. 
He  was  twice  desperately  wounded,  and  his  life  was  despaired 
of.  His  vigorous  constitution  and  his  indomitable  will,  however, 
enabled  him  to  regain  a  fair  measure  of  health  and  strength,  and 
he  lived  to  the  good  old  age  of  eighty-seven.  Mr.  Edmunds'  wife 
was  Miss  Hattie  Venable,  of  "Scott  Green,"  who  throughout  their 
long  married  life  was  a  veritable  helpmeet  to  her  husband.  Four 
of  their  sons  attended  Hampden-Sidney  College,  and  the  whole 
family  has  inherited  the  spirit  of  loyalty  for  the  institution,  which 
has  been  a  marked  characteristic  of  the  ancestors  on  both  sides 
for  generations. 

Invitations  have  been  received  to  the  wedding  of  Rev.  Alexander 
J.  McKelway,  '25,  and  Miss  Bessie  Alice  Gibbon.  The  ceremony 
took  place  on  December  16,  1926,  at  125  Palmetto  Avenue,  South 
Jacksonville,  Fla.
